The grant will support Dr. Has- 
kett’s t^March for a' hook built 
around the life and Career of Wil- 
liam Paterson— lawyer, Attornt'y 
General and Goverhoi* of th& state 
of New Jersey, delegate to * the 
Constitutional Convention and Su- 
preme Court judge. Paterson’s life 
spanned the revolutionary period, 
from 1745 to 1806. 

To Write Book 

The book will be entitled Wil- 
liam Paferson: A Study in Early 
American PoNftcal and Legal Hin- 
fory. It will examine' PaterMn's 
loL^a! and public career and thie re- 
lationship between the two. par- 
ticularly Paterson's part In this 
mixture of polUlcs and taw. In 
writing the book. Dr. Haskett will 
include a study of the rise o( the 
legal profession, the diaracter of 
the lawyer and the lawyer's spe- 
cial political power. 

Dr, Haskett's doctoral disserta- 
tion was concerned with William 
Paterson. Hie Interest In the char- 
acter an<i power of this man has 
steadily Increased. 

ColleoU Material 

About one-half of the material 
for the proposed book has already 
been collected, and Dr. Haskett 
has written articles baaed on this 
research which have appeared In 
the William and Mary Quarterly 
and the American Historical Re- 
view. 

Dr. Haskett has been a member 
of the University faculty since, 
1949. He holds Bachelor of Arts 
and Master of Arts degrees from 
the University of Indiana and a 
Doctor of Philosophy degree from 
Princeton.

• THERE MAY BE merit in the belief that students always 
gi4>e about institutionally-prepared food just because they 
Juve nothing better to Many students feel these gripes 
are expected of them and many college administrators don’t 
take these gripes seriously because they don’t have to. 

But it would appear that this is not the case right now 
at the University. For after hearing of A1 Hawkins’ report to 
^ Student Council last weel^ University students really do 
have a valid basis for gripes and even strong criticism. 

Mr. Hawkins’ report and the information collected by our 
reporters seem to indicate that the food served in the Union 
and .the preparation of that food is not as it should be. ’The 
oonditions the Public Health Service turned up, the dean-up 
order the Health Service issued to the Union, and the report 
of the Student Council’s Food Tasting Committee are not 
pleasing. 

We have been told that the Union has cleaned up as per 
the Health Services’ order — that is correcting such things as 
“dirty shelves and drawers, grease filters missing and shelves 
with clothes on them.” These conditions may have been minor 
as the vice president of Cleaves Cafeteria service says, and 
the dean-up order issued by the Health Service may not be 
"very significant” as the Health Service official claims. But 
we take a more serious view of the Food Tasting Committee’s 
finding “bugs in cole slaw, sand In greens, excessive food sea- 
soning and dirty cups and glasses.” We do not consider these 
minor violations. 

'* We hope that the Administration will correct these latter 
oonditions as qbickly as it complied with the clean-up order; 
we are sure that it will. But even if this is done we are not 
pleased by the fact that these unsatisfactory and even un- 
aaiHary conditions have to be pointed out before they are 
corrected.

Clyde, Director Of Biometric Lab 
Explains Clinical Drug Research 


• THE RELATIVE tmportaoce of 
the roles played by basic research 
ia drugs, and actual clinical ap- 
pUesiUmi of drugs to human beings 
wai explained by Dr. Dean Clyde 
at the December meeting of Psi 
OU pcychology honorary fratem- 
itF. iut Tuesday. 

Dr. Clyde, recently appointed 
dbeetor of the biometric labora- 
tory at the University, said al- 
fhoilgh his laboratory deals mostly 
sritb Clinical experimentatioo Witt) 
new drugs, much study is needed 
fa) the basic research phase of 
drag discovery end perfection. 

Or. Clyde's laboratory, under 
the Joriadictlon of the University 
Dean for Sponsored Research, 
dame Into existence about three 
years ago when Congress began 


to investigate the flood of new 
drugs being put on the market 
A special unit of the Public 
Health Service was organized, re- 
ceiving an annual appropriation 
to carry out research on the 
effects of new tranquillizers rm 
mental patients. 

One of the reasons that the 
Universtty was chosen was the 
success ot the Human Relations 
Research Organization, an army- 
connected urdt tor peychological 
reaearch at the University. 

The biometric laborato^ brings 
together doctors, new drugs and 
patients. A doctor who withes to 
try a new drug on his pstients 
in order to obqerve its effect, 
goes to the new laboratory. There, 
Dr. Clyde and his staff help let 


up an experiment to aid the doc- 
tor in finding the answer to his 
query. After he hae carried out 
the plan, the doctor returns the 
recorded data to the laboratory 
where it Is compiled and analyzed 
for further study. 

An example of the laboratory 
program is in the clinic of Dr. 
Martin Gross of Baltimore for 
mental patients. He has kept ex- 
tensive records on the foUow-up 
of out-patients. He had patients, 
who, after a years absence from 
the hocpital, were still taking a 
prescribed dally dosage of drugs, 
.usually a tranquillizer. Dr. Grots 
wanted to know If these patients 
would have to remain on drugs tor 
the rest ot their lives. 

Dr. Gross went to the biometric 
laboratory which outlined a sim- 
ple experiment for him to follow 
with 100 ot these out-patients. He 
was to gradually reduce tl^ drug 
dosage ot SO patients, without 
their knowledge. Nor was their 
examining doctor to know ot the 
change. The other 50 were to go 
on without any alteration in their 
drug intake. This experiment was 
to be carried out over a period of 
seven months. At the end of this 
time, 73 percent ot those who bad 
had their dotage reduced had suf- 
fered a relapse and were read- 
mitted to the boapitai. Of the 
other SO only nine per cent had 
relapied. This waa enough to prove 
that the drugs did have a definlta 
effect on the patients, but many 
questions remained unanswered 
and the proof was not conclusive. 

In his talk. Dr. Clyde cited tbs 
above case end four others tp 
Illustrate the role one Uometiic 
Ubontoiy ploys In tfas clinical re- 
aearch ot drugs.

• THE COLONIAL CAGERS roared back In the final three minutes ot play to trip thtti 
Keydets of VMI, 90-86, at Lexington, Virginia, last Friday night. The victory gave th? 
Colonials a split in the week's games, balancing the 61-57 defeat at the hands of V^lliaS 
and Mary. , 73 

With the score at 80 ali with only three minutes remaining to be played, the Coloniair 
rattled off eight straight points and outlasted the Keydets for the victory. Markowitz sank }||| 
foul shot, Kunze connected on a three-point play, Feldman dropped in a foul shot and Maik^ 
witz scored on a fast break, to give the Colonials their 88-80 advantage. - 

The ballgame was close all 
the way. The Buff were be- 
hind until the last 90 seconds 
of the first half when Norton 
•ank a field goal and a foul shot 
and Usiskin dropped in a layup to 
give GW a 42-39 lead at halftjme. 

Biggest Lead 

The biggest lead that the Colo- 
nials could muster in the second 
half was nine points. 74-63, with 
eight minutes to gb. The Colonials 
connected on 48 per cent of their 
shots from the floor, swishing 33 
for 69. On the foul line the Buff 
were deadly, tallying on 24 of a 
possible 28 free tl)rows. 

Ralph Kunze lead the Colonial 
scorers with 25 points. Kunze was 
eight for 16 from the floor, most- 
ly on drives and short jumpers 
from the corner. He also connected 
on nine for nine from the line. 

’ Dick Markowitz contributed 22 
points to the Buff total, also hit- 
ting eight for 16 from the floor. 

Markowitz was six for seven frcxn 
the line and swept the boards 
clean of 15 rebounds, high for the 
game. 

Jon Feldman hit for 19 of the 
Colonial points, connecting on eight 
of 16 from the floor and three of 
four from the line. Feldman also 
pulled down six rebounds. 

Hard To Believe 

The statistics tell an almost un- 
believable story. The Colonials out- 
rebounded the Keydets 47-29, yet 
the Colonials took only 69 shots
